THE COMMUNITY COUNCIL 


The Community Council which has been 
formed in Richmond, and which is now 
outlining a lot of work and improvement, 
betterment of civic conditions, cte., ean be 
of inestimable benefit to. the whole com- 
munity if it proceeds along the right lines, 
as there is now every indication to believe 
it will. 

The main thing about a Community 
Council is for it to be what its name im- 
plies, and not branch off on a lot of side 
issues, or bite off too much in the idea that 
it is destined to reform the nation or tho 
universe. 

Richmond needs just such an organiza 
tion, and the main reason it needs it is 
to bring about a more healthy eommu- 
nity feeling. It is a bit hard to explain 
just what this writer has in mind along 
that line, but it is something like this: 

We have here bankers,, lawyers, doc- 
tors and other professional men, business 
men of various sorts and kinds, includ- 
ing corporation representatives. They 
move in a certain class and orbit, largely 
by virtue of their occupations and eall- 
ings. They wear good clothes, are well 
educated, smart, brainy people, as a rule, 
and, also by virtue of their business and 
its environments, they flock more or less 
together, and not much with others not 
in their class, calling or social circles. 

We have here, also, a large flock of 
men who are engaged in the trades. They 
are builders, mechanics, skilled workmen, 
well-versed along their several lines. Some 
build homes, some make manufactured 
products, some pile up bricks or spread 
mortar, while others nail on boards, make 
oil, make sick automobiles well, and do 
lots of other things, all just as necessary 
to the general welfare as is the work of 
the banker, the doctor or the lawyer. And 
each is necessary to the welfare of the 
other., 


But they don’t mix worth a cent. They 
know each other casually, live in the 
same town but not in the same atmos- 
phere. They go to the same churches, 
may be members of the same lodges, and 
meet each other occasionally, but only oc- 
casionally, in a business way. But still 
they revolve around in different orbits. 
There is no amalgamation, and it would 
be a whole lot better for them all, and 
for the community at large, if they did 
mix much more than they do, socially, 
especially. 

And right here is where a Community 
Council can shine, and make for itself a 
name and fame that will go clanging 
down the corrodors of Time like a tin 
can tied to the juggernought of newly 
wedded bliss, as it were. 

This scribe is a sort of buffer between 
these two or three classes. He meets 
them all, but they do not meet each oth- 
er, at least not as much as they ought to 
for he general weal. The workingman 
has the mistaken idea in his head that 
the banker, professional and higher up 
business magnate feels himself somewhat 
above the common every day worker, and 
this is not true. At least, it is not true 
of but a very few, and they don’t count. 

On the other hand, the clean-shirted fel- 
lows seldom see the other-chaps except as 
they get off a car in greasy overalls and 
dirty faces and hands, and go swinging 
their dinner buckets toward home or else- 
‘where, and they get it into their heads

on general principles—and that is not 
true, either. To illustrate: : 

We attended a banquet recently given 
by a lot of pipefitters and boilermakers, 
and had occasion to get up and give them 
a little talk and tell them a funny story, 
and in doing so we took occasion to take 
a careful and analytical slant at the whole 
congregation, some 200 of them. And we 
never saw a nicer or more gentlemanly- 
looking concourse of men anywhere. They 
were bathed, shaved and dressed up in 
mighty good clothes. Their faces were 
not dirty, but shined with: intelligence, 
good sense and also good humor. There 
were no scrubs or bohunks among them 
at all, and we were glad and proud to be 
oné among them, and to possess their re- 
spect and friendship. Incidentally, out- 
side the building there were parked twen- 
ty or thirty mighty gaged automobiles. 

Now, what we are tryng to get at is 
this: In a town like Riehmond there 
should be no ‘‘classes.”? Devil fly away 
with all this class hatred stuff. Let us 
have none of it here. 

And our new Community Couneil ean 
be of great benefit to the whole eommnu- 
nity by bringing these classes together 
and amalgamating them into one great 
bie class of Richmond citizens who will 
take for ther slogan, ‘‘All for One, One 
for All.”? 


FUTURE POLITICS 


A political platform now would have no 
resemblance to one ten years ago, and in 
ten years from now the politiel platforms 
will be wholly different from anything we 
have now. In our haleyon days, when we 
made very eloquent political speeches, we 
would take our platform as the text and 
expound if seriatim, contending that every 
line was an eternal principle as necessary 
to patriotic duty as sunlight to the grow- 
ing cherry. We have forgotten now what 
those eternal principles were, for society 
and humanity have become so changed 
that they did not feel at home and so skip- 
ped, leaving, however, some of their re- 
erets behind. 

But let the dead past, ete., and so what 
of the future? Well, we are about to’ enter 
upon the most serambled and disembodied 
situation, so far as polities is concerned, 
the world has ever scen. There are new is- 
sues, new centers of action, new social re- 
lations, new aspects of governmental pow- 
er, quite enough to compel a citizew to 
search diligently for a path of duty. And 
that he will not be likely to find soon, for 
there will be so much class interest, so 
much old party blindness, so much moral 
ideas, so much personal indignation that 
it will be almost impossible for him to find 
a white rock above the waves of partisan 
rancor for him to stand upon. 

It is really a dark outlook. See how the 
political clans are gathering. Already 
there is an effort to combine the labor 
element, the farmers and the Socialists 
against what is called ‘‘commercial imper- 
ialism.’’ That will make a great conflict 
whose hope will lie in the fact that the 
eternal principles of the old parties will 
not have died entirely out of the hearts of 
men, Those eternal principles, put above 
mere policies, are the righteousness, the 
justice 4nd the good will of men. But the 
conflict, we fear, is going to be bitter.

PARIS, April 3.—In the week's 
gloom which is enveloping the peace 
conference, it is continually more 
obvious that Moscow, not Berlin, 
has focused the attention of the 
leaders. Lenine has displaced Wil- 
son as director of the conference. 

The fear of revolution wiping 
out the score of allied victory is 
acute. 

The ribald threat of the winter 
is becoming the real menace of 
spring. 

Leadership in England and Am- 
erica is seriously considering terms 
upon which proposals of peace may 
be made to Lenine. And power in 
the French assembly is veering 
slowly away from the present gov- 


ernment tg the Socialists, who ex- 


pect to eontral France when the 
people gener2l> know that Ger- 
many can pay but three or four bil- 
lions annually instead of the large 
cash war indemnity of over two 
hundred billions needed by. the al- 
lies to pay for the war., 

Now it is estimated that Germany 
will not hear her terms before May 
1, yet the very uncertainty of the 
prospect is disorganizing business. 
making for unemployment, high 
prices of food and discontent among 
the working people, all of which is 
grist for Lenine’s mill.

HEALTHIEST SECTION 


IN UNITED STATES 


Oakland is the healthiest city in 
the United States, according to the 
mortality reports of the census bu- 
reau of the United States govern- 
ment for the week ending March 
22, which have just reached here, 
The death rate of Oakland was 10.7 
per thousand of population as 
against 18.6 per thousand in forty 
of the largest cities of the country. 

Louisville, Ky., has the ‘highest 
death rate with 88.5 per thousand of 
population. The nearest city to Oak- 


land is Rirmingham, Ala., with a 
death rate of 13.7 pet thousand. 

In the forty largest cities there 
were 721 deaths from “flu” dur- 
ing the week ending March 2. In 
Oakland only one death was report- 
ed as a result of the epidemic. 

The above census was only taken 
of the larger cities of the country, 
but Richmond, ‘being a near neigh- 
bor to Oakland, must share in that 


&eneral good health record. In- 
deed, it is a fair bet that Rich- 
mond beat it, as our record here is 


ahead of that of Oakland as a rule. 
For instance, in the week alluded 
to about deaths from “flu,” Rich- 
mond had none at all, then or 
since, as the disease has been com- 
Dletely eradic:ted except for more 
or less after effects...
